Hat the ſaid SarmnelWaad took to wife lic abeth the ReliQ of 
one Anthony Briskzt in the year 1650, who had been ſome time 
Governour of the Iſland, the which 744d ſhortly upon his mare 
niage wont with his ſaid wife uato the Iſland aforeſaid to poſe. 
ſeſſe the eſtate chat his Predeceſſour formerly enjoyed, and at his atrival 
the eſtate was valued by the then Goyernour Roger Osbury and others of the 
Hand; fince which time the ſaid d hath paid of the debts of the ſaid 
Anthony Brisket more then the then value thereof, ſo about the end of De- 
cem ber 1653. the ſaid Elrzabeth his wife dyed, who was fifter to the then 
Governour Roger Osburn, the which Os burn maligaing the ſaid 44d , 
who lived in bettet Rate than himſelf, r ia the preſence of one Elix a- 
beth Collings wife to the then Secretary, that if his Siſter (meaning the wife 
of the ſaid #/144) were dead, that he would order him the ſaid ad well 
enough, and ever after the ſaid Govetnour and his Iriſn Complices, uſed 
what means they could co entrap the ſaid ad by affronts, ſuggeſting ala» 
rums upon the Iſland, but his devices prevailed nor. And about the * 
ning of April following the ſaid Governour took an occafion to ſend for oce 
Mr. Thomas Hurſt by his Marſhall from out of the ſaid }aads houſe, and 
committed him to priſon for ſti king a Taylor with his Cane that affronted 
him, which occaſioned the Writing of a Letter by the ſaid uad unto the 
ſaid Goyernour, bearing date April 2. 1654. the Copy whereof (written by 
the ſaid Maads own handYis as followeth, | 


A true Copy ſubſcribed, To the Honourable Col · R ger Or- 
burn Governour of Mount Serrat- 


SIR 
Uſpending the Circumſtances you were pleaſed yeſterday by virtue of an 
D favonred Capias ad Reſpondendum to fetch an Engliſh Gentleman out 
of my bouſe, and without Baylor Ma inprixs to commit him cloſe Priſo- 
ner, had you dealt ſo with the Iriſh Murderer or late acquitted fellon im- 


mediately imploped in your ſervice, it had been juſt. I cannot think of theſe 


paſſages without Reluctancy, it will be one day accounted for, with the pro- 
tended alarum. I; this the way to preſerve the Peace of an Iſtand, by you 
wholly neglect ed and left as a Prey tothe next Invader? haue we not ene» 
mies enongh abroad to ruin us, but that you muſt command and heep the 
Barbarous Itiſh and their Abetters in arms, I will not ſay to the terror but 
to the admiration of our Nation, ſhould we be ſo precipitate as to meet your 
ſpleen in its full eqreer upon the Defenſive poſture, you might have juft cauſe 
to repent it. Surely the plot is ſpoiled, we are —— to bear with patience 
the yoke till God in Mercie remove it. Sir had I been of yoar Council, 1 
ſhonld have put you in minde of the word Moderation, and not have ani« 
mated a Crew of idle Fellows to proſecute the deſerved conſequences of Af 
nts, Give me leave to tell you, it is beneath a Gentleman; aud if you 
think to catch me by ſo mean a_ſtratagem "twill not hold twice. I kyow you 
too well already, and onely now ders you eit her to enlarge the Priſoner upon 
my Recogniz.a1.6e of 1000. l. fterling, to his Highneſs the Lad Protector 
of Bogland, cc. for his Appearance at the next S eſſions, according to Lam; 
or give me leave to ſupply his neceſſity during reſtraint; for I may not in 
point of Honour ſuffer a Gentleman to p:riſh for want of ſuſtenance. We are 
to be regulated by Law not your exorbitant will, nor the ſatisfattion of a La- 
dies fancy, I ſhould be loath to har ird my Eſtate upon a F day ra- 
ther than comply with ” i ble injuſtice, let me die a Beggar. Alltheſe 
forced Depoſitions will comie to nothing but your ſhame at laſt, For your own 
ſake I beſeech you, Remember there is a God which can never fail.
